W est said th at, w hile the Inquest 
evidence show ed a clear case of 
suicide, he w as investigating the 
m atter furth er for th e p rotection 
of all concerned.

Cries of delight from the bab­ 
ies, the oldest of whom w as four 
y ears old, greeted the man as he 
came back to the car, “T here’s 
my daddy, ’’ cried a dimpled boy 


as his father looked at him with 
desp airing ey es. 
For two y ears the family has 
wandered about the state, com ­ 
ing hers from Kansas

hop e of benefiting the fa th e r’s 
health. T hs only cradle the bab­ 
ies have known is the

car, the only homes, m ake-shift 
cabins th a t have sheltered them 
for brief p eriods.

B O O TH ’S C A P T U R E 
Sixty-four years ago today John 
W ilkes Booth, assassin of Presi­ 
dent Lincoln, was trapped by sol­ 
diers in 
a 
burning 
barn 
near 
Bowling Green, Va., and shot and 
killed when he attempted to leap 
from the hayloft and escape. W ith 
Booth 
was 
the 
youthful 
Herold, 
who was captured and later exe­ 
cuted for 
his 
part in 
the 
con­ 
spiracy. 
The capture and fatal shooting 
brought to an end a frenzied na­ 
tion-wide search for the assassin, 
which began 11 days before, when 
Booth shot Lincoln in Ford’s the­ 
ater, Washington, 
Many fanciful rumors have been 
spread to the effect that the man 
shot was not Booth, and that the 
latter made good his escape and 
lived to a ripe old age. 
These 
have been practically disregarded 
by 
historians, 
however, 
as 
pure 
fiction. 
Herold, a weak charac­ 
ter, would not have gone to his 
death on the gallows without hav­ 
ing disclosed the fact that the man 


for hi» downfall was 
responsible 
free. 
According 
to 
official 
records, 
Booth’s body was 
buried 
under 
one of the ground floor cell» of 
the old penitentiary at W ashing 
ton.
